Tho 
European Powers hud not sufficiently consulted 
the susceptibilities of the Chinese people ix their 
dealings with them. He doubted whether Rus- 
sium prestige and power was'so great in. China 
-ns was pretended, -In.any case, this country 
should press its real interests oven against the 
interests of Russia. “We did not desire to abstrb: 
Chinese toxritory; all we wonted waa equality 
of opportunity for trading: He thought we 
should all agree. that the British Government. 
should, so far as possible, support the policy of 
the open door by every meuus ‘in their power. | 
If the colonies joined us heartily in this matter, 
as they bad joined us in South Africa, the result 
would, no doubt, ba satisfactory to. the British 
-Empire as a wholo, : ee 
yr. JOSEPH Watton, M.P., in seconding the 
resolution, said that a great deal: of what the 
desired to be Gone under the resolution depend.

British Govérnment bod been 
wanting in a firm, definite ‘and intelligent:

“SOME DEFECTS IN THE PRESENT. 
ol @ SYSTEM IE 


SHOBT SERVICE AND WHAT IT MEANS. i 
In-the last article we referred to, but did not 
exhnust the question, of the prosant term of 
service in the army... ‘It was pointed out that 
the so-called short service torm of enlistment for 
ix years has been extended from six to saven to 
ea years, Hven this, however, has been found 
quite ineufficient’ to meot the demands of the. 
army. About two ‘years ago, the War Offico, 
not knowing whero to ‘turn for men, recalled 
5,000 old zoldiers to the colours: Nor waa event 
this return to the practice, if not to the principle, 
of long service considered sufficiont: o new 
divjgion of the reserve was formed, known aa 


"| “section A.” It is composed of soldiers. who 


having served their full term of seven or eight 
years, engage, in consigeration of the payment 
of an oxtra 6d, a day, to returnto the colours at 
any time. But,- leaving Section A out-of con 
sideration, it is true to say, s0 entirely had short 
service coased to be anything but s name in the 
eriny, that before the mobilisation in Angust, 
1899, the number of men whoso: norvico was be- 
tween six ond twelve years was actually larger 
than it would have been liad the whole ‘army 
bean enlisted, as the Royal Marines atill are, on 
8 twelve years’ engagement. It is not necessary 
to argue here whether short service or long 
service be the better system; but thats turn 
of service which has all the vicea aud nono of 
the virtuos which the respective svetams proxnoas 
can be a. good one, is 5 proposition which it is 
not possible to maintain. It’ may bo a good 
thing to enlist o soldier for a short service 
term, und after three or four years with the 


“| colours. to transfer him ta the Reserve; it 


may be 4 good thing to enlist 2 man for 
twelve years with liberty’ to reongego for 6 
21 yours’ term and o pension. But it cannot 
be & ood thing to enlist men nominally 
for short servico, to keep them hanging on for 
one, two, or three years after theic tarm has ex-, 
pired, or to recall them from civil life after they 
have been discharged fora ysar or two. And 
yet this is the course which has ‘hitherto found 
favour in the British Army. aan 

But it will be suid, “ Oh, but. this is all the- 
oretical criticism, and the systam really works 
very well.’ It doax not work.very well ; on the 
contrary. it works. very ill, and‘in o very waste- 
fol manner us wa shall now proceed to show. 

A RESERVE WHICH IS NOT A RESERVE, 

As everyone knows, the British regular army 
consiste’of a number of men actually serving iv’ 
the ranks, and-of a number of other men: who 
form the so-called * First Class Army Reserve.” 
The word “ Reserve” is one which in ordinary 
life-has only one ‘meaning: It is something 
which is kept’ to be used when the ordinary 
source of supply is inadequate or is exhausted. 
The reserve of a bank. or business house 
is money Isid by and. invostad to ‘maet 
unforeseen contingencies, and to supplement, in 
case of neod, the ordinary revenue of tho con, 
cern. In every army except our own: the word 
Reserve is used with exactly the samo meaning 
as that which it bears .in common speech. A 
Prussian battalion may stand on the Ist. Sep- 
tember at 500 mon; on that day the order to 
mobilise reaches it, and on the 7th Septamber 
the battalion numbers 1,000 mon.

WHAT.HAPPENS TO A BRITISH BATTALION 

Se - . ON MOBILISATON. 

If this were only true to a small-oxtent, if 
only ‘a fow of the men’ with tho colours wore 
unfit, thera would be much to complain of: but 
unfortunately such is- not. the enso. Hore aro 
some figures which speak for themselves. They 
‘show what really happored to tho battalions ut 
home when they weré' wanted. for the war. 
Tt. must be oxplained that u battalion 
at homo is kept at a strength of ohout 770: 
When it is mobilised ‘for. war, the strength is 


made np to about 1,100, u number which is not! 


exceeded; but which is often not fully attained. 
The Process by which the battalions despatched 
to South Africa were made up to thoir proper 
strongth'.is remarkuble, Horo sre -some ex 
amples :=-Tiic 2nd Devonshire, ont of its 771 

men, could only send out 461 effeetives, and 
took 576 men from tho: Reserve, Tho third 
Vattalion of the 60th had only 438 men avail. 
able, taking ; 634 from the Reserve. Tha 
Second Bouth Woles, Bordérors: liad 455 men 
available, and took 608 from the Reserve. The 
2nd-Hampshire could produca only 399 of its 
own men, and after taking 4393 reservists, went 
ont 250 short. of its strength, The’ some 
was true of practically all tho battalions, In 
the 7th Infantry Division. out of 7,920 mon em: 
barked, 4,250 ware reservists, If the battalions 
composing the Division had Iven able to make 
use of their own men, evan on the lowest peaco 
ostablishment, they would have been able to 
tarnish 6,160 men, but:1,910 of these had to be 
left behind, and their placas taken by vexorvista, 
Even this does not oxhaust the eas, for many 
roserviats recalled to the colours in 1898 and 
1890 vrore actually serving in the ranks, 5,000 
men having beon withdrawn from the reserve 
for this parposo.. What is true of the infantry 
is true also of the cavalry and artillery. Tho 
2ad Draguoas had372 mon available, and took 
186 from tho Reserve. The 14th Hussars had 
265 reservists oat of a total of 562. In the

78th “Field Battery could find but 85 men out. 


of its war strangth of 170. Of tha 37th Field 
Battory, 03 wore rosarviets. Of tho 20th Field 
Battery, 101, and xo on. OF couraa if it 
could be shown that reservists wore u'elsar ad- 
fition to the strongth of the corps to-which they 
Wore attache there would be some reason for 
congratulation, but as has just lean shown, this 
isnot the cass. Tha ‘reservists for the most 
part simply took the place of unfit sol liers who 
wote actually with tho colours, which thesa in- 
effective soldiers wee left behind in tons of 
thousands to cncamber our barracks and to 
Inatify the disheartening oxprassion of the 
“Minister for War which has just boon quoton. 
The fect is that it would hava bosn better to 
have had the reservists in the ranks and the 
greater part of the inoffective acldiers ‘still un- 
enlisted ot the. outbreak of the war. ‘The net 
result would be exactly the same as that which 
wenow seo, Tho effective soldiers would be ut 


the front, the ineffactive soldiers would be whdre 


they are now, learning their drill as recruits ut 
the depots, Morgover tha very great incon- 
venience of withdrawing 80,000 men from civil 
life would. have been avoided. The reservos 
have-ecome out admirably, aad employers have 
been most considerate and patriotic in dealing 
with them. But it is evidenca that whou it once 
hecomes clearly understood that the Army Re- 
serve ta the first line of the army, and liable to 
be called out whenever the country. is at. war, 
the position of the: reservists will becoma a very 
unpleasant one. It is not to be supposad that 
employers will continue indefinitely to baar tho 
whole borden involved’ by mobilisation. and 
reservists will find increasing difficulty in ob- 
taining employment... 
-NOT-A BATTERY NOR A BATTALION READY.- 
“We have said that it is becoming evident that 
the reservists are the first line of tho Army, and 


must practically be called out whonever we aro | 


at War, This fact, for a fact it is, has 2 very 
‘serious bearing upon the military position of 


the country. Under our present system not one |- 


singleregiment, battery or battulionin the United 
Kingdom is ever fit to take the field. - Not. only 
isitnot fit, but itis aso rale totally unfit, and 
the ‘consequence of this 3s serious, In: time of 
emergency it is absolutely impossible to despatch 
troops from this country without either break- 
ing up the whole regimental system by means 
of drafts, or by calling out the reserves, It was 
Iong the fashion at the War Office to dény this, 
dut the events of the South African war have 
made “any farther danial’ impossible.” In 
the autumn. of lest year when <our troops 
were fighting for their lives and overwhelmed 
by numbers, it. was uecesiary ‘to: send out 
instant relief; 10,000.men were required, and 
10,000 men. were in fact sent; 5,000 were taken 
‘from: thé garrison of India, sone -3,000 from 
the ‘Colonial. garrigon, | but from the 108,000 
‘ey {a this country the whole contingent am- 
ounted to the battalions: of infantry and a bri- 
gade division of artillery.” It should “be -ndded

day the country may wahappily ba compelled 
to adopt one or vihst of these romadies, but 
they are romedias which should not be tolerated 
until all ordinary means ‘of supply: have baen 
exhausted, and aa yot thoy lave not b3an.ex- 
houstel it is cortain. Ib is no donbt a good 
thing to get men into tho army, but it isa atilf 
better thing to koap them thero whon you haya 
got thom. Our’ systom does not do this, Pew 
people realise how gigantic ond costly is: tho 
waste in the army. Mo. lear thin 9 per 
cent, of the men veeruited disappear absolute- 
ly before. the period of reserve service is 
reached. Tho loss is not duo to the hardships 
of servica, for in a single yexr the disappeurance 
of mon under 22 yoars of age rasched 8,004, or 
more thun one fourth of the total number ei- 
listed. In- other words, we Jose during seven 
years, the term -of a soldier's military life, no 
es3 thon 105,000 mei, ‘These men are absolutely 
wasted ; they are for the moat part ineffective 
soldiers while with the colours, thay do not 
enter the reserve, but they have to be paid, 
housed, doctorad and drilled duriny their brie: 
passage through the ranks. The disappearances 
i8 partly owing to dosertion, but much more 
largely to the enlistmeut of unfit men who 
simply molt away or aro discharged us ins 
valids or unfit, to become ‘a burden to thom- 
salvos, a discredit to the army, anda perpetual 
difficulty to the civil population. A system 
which wastes every seven years the eguiv.ilent of 
three full army corpe, ix obviously a bed one. 
Even the War Offico has apparently baeome 
awaro of this fact, aul yt last even: Lord Langs.
